T H K R O M A N CONSTITUTION.—We have re- 
ceived an extraordinary s«ppleraent,or "flying 
sheet," of La Lega Italiana. of Saturday last 
the ISth inetant, which contains a formal proc- 
lamation of the new Roman Fundamental 
Constitution by bis Holiness Pope Pius IX. 


The Coflege of Cardinals, (chosen by the 
Pope,) ia to 
constituted a Senate, insepara- 
ble from tbe sanne, and two deliberative Coun- 
cils for the formation of the laws are to be es- 
tablished, consisting of the "High Council" 
and the "Council of Deputies." 


The judicial tribunals are to be independent 
of the Government, and no extraordinary com- 
mission courts are to be in future established. 
The National Guard is to be considered an in- 
stitution of the State. 


The Pope convokes and prorogues the Leg- 
islative Chambers, and dissolves the Council 
of Deputies, being requited to convoke a new 
Chamber within three months, which will be 
the ordinary duration ot the annual session.— 
The sessions are to be public. 
The members 
of the Senate are to be appointed by the Pope 
for life, and theii number is unlimited. 
The 
quahtication of a Senator is the age of 30 
years, and the plenary exercise of civil and 
political rights. 


The Senate will be chosen par 
preference 
from the prelates, 
ecclesiastics, 
ministers, 
judges, councillors nf slate, conbistorial law- 
yers, and the possessors of an income of 4,000 
scudi per annum. 


The Pope will appoint the President and 
Vice Presidents. 


The second council will be elective, on the 
numerical basis of one deputy to every 30,000 
souls. 
The electors are to consist of the gon- 
falonieri, (mayors) priors, and elders of the 
cities and communes; the ]>ossessors of a cap- 
ital of 300 scudi: the pavers of direct taxes to 
the amount of 12 scudi per annuna ; the mem- 
bers of the councils of discipline, the advocates 
and attorneys practising in the collegiate tri- 
bunals, the lour ertes ad honorem in the slate 
universities, the members of the Chambers of 
Commerce, the heads of factories and indus- 
trial establishments, and the heads of scientif- 
ic and public institutions assessed for certain 
amounts. 


The qualification of a deputy is the posses 
slon of a capital of 3,000 scudi, or the pay- 
ment of taxes to the amount of 100 scuJi per 
annum, and the members of colleges and pro- 
fesssors of universities, &c., will be eligible 
ex officio. The profession of the Popish reli- 
gion is indispensable as a quahfication for the 
exercise of civil and political rights. 
A dis- 
tinct electorial law will regulate the elections 
of deputies. 


The discussion of financial matters exclu- 
sively appertains to the Chamber of Deputies. 
The sum or civil list appropriated to the en- 
dowment of the Pope and the College of Car- 
dinals, and to ecclesiastical purposes g&nerally. 
as well as to the expenses of the corps diplam- 
atique, the pontifical guards, the maintenance 
of the Apostolical palaces and museums, and 
various otheer purposes, is fixed at 60,000 
scudi per annum, including a reserve fund for 
contingencies. 
The canons, tributes and dues 
amounting to the annual sum of 13,000 scudi, 
are to remain at the entire disposal of the 
Pope.

His Imperial Majesty feels 
bound to adopt this step by terms of existing 
treaties with other powers, and in the event ol' 
a necessity arising, for affording all the pro 
tection in his power, to the claims of légitima 
cy against the destructive advance of anarch 
ists. 


An absurd report prevailed a few days ago, 
that the Emperor was dead—it was rumored 
by poison—and that the nobles had resolved 
to establish a Republic. 


A letter from Copenhagen, of the 14th ult., 
announces thaï a report was circulated that a 
Russian fleet was to pass through the Sound 
for the purpose of assisting the King of Na 
pies; the Danish people had conveyed artil 
Jery to the coast, to oppose the passage of the 
Russians. 


The Warsaw Gazette, of the 12th instant, 
states that a levj of recruits was to take place 
on that day in all the kingdom of Poland. 


The Cologne Gazette says the Emperor of 
Russia has ordered an army of 400,000 men 
towards the East. 
This, of course, r^uires 
confirmation ; but it may be that, seeing the 
liberal tendencies of Lord Palmerston, and 
apprehending an alliance with France, the 
Emperor may desire to give us a start about 
India, or make a pounce on Constinople. 
If 
rumors current here are to be relied on, the 
Emperor will soon have work on hand. 
It is 
said that the Poles are to be prompted to in- 
surrection by emissaries who know how to ef- 
fect this purpose. 
There are even rumors of 
insurrection in the South of Russia, headed 
by nobles.

ciple, or an easy consequence from it, a heavy 
and still increasing amount of interest, would 
also have to be paid on that depreciation. 


The principle of the bill does not relieve 
the laborers on the public works, the farmers, 
and others who received this scrip from the 
contractors; it only relieves those who receiv- 
ed it from the State—the contractors them- 
selves. 


The only way in which the laborer, and the 
rest of the community will be affected bv it, 
(after having suffered their own share of the 
depreciation,) will be to be taxed to make up 
the loss sustained by the wealthier contractors 
—and that. too. when it is believed that in 
nearly all cases, the contractors paid off* this 
very scrip to the real sufferers at par, and con- 
sequently suffered no loss whatever. 
Those 
who really suffered, (or at least who suffered 
the most,) will be injured, not benefitted, by 
the principle sanctioned by this bill, while the 
others who paid off* their debts with the scrip, 
and at par. will reap all the advantage.

But why is an investigation necessary ?— 
Not to settle the facts. 
The nature of the 
contract, the amount of scrip paid to these 
claimants, the extent of its depreciation, 3cc., 
are well known. 
The important facts, what-

In Saxony similar events have occurred. 


The King has been compelled to convoke the 
Diet; ths censorship of the press is abolished ; 
trial by jury, religious freedom, and other sal- 
utary reforms, are secured. 
The Duke of 
Brunswick has been compelled to follow the 
example of the King of Saxony. 


GERMANY.—The Grand Duke of Hesse 
Darmstadt abdicated on the 5th inst., in favor 
of his son, the Grand Duke Louis, who had 
appointed M. de Gargerin a thorough Refor- 
mer as his Prime Minister. 


The extent and rapidity of the changes 
which have lately been made in the constitu 
tions of the smaller German States, are such 
that our space is not sufficient to enable us to 
detail them at length. 


The accounts relate so rapid a change of 
events, so multifarious, and so much alike in 
general character, that it is not easy to pre- 
sent a synopsis. 


The elector of Hesse Cassel has been for- 
ced to grant the demands of his subjects, who 
allowed him three days to deUberate; and the 
Dukes of Saxe Ootha and Saxe Wemar have 
a bo granted the liberty of the nress, and ex- 
tensive conventional reform. 
The liberty of 
the press and a reform i-f the constitution have 
bee« granted by tbe Senates of Hamburgh 
and Bremen; and more or less extensiv« <;b»n- 


would comply with the contract—and that 
the State having no par funds, the Beards re- 
ceived all their pay m canal scrip, which had 
become depreciated. 


The bill then requires that the Governor 
shall appoint a commissioner to try the claim, 
who shall appoint a day for the commence-

ceitify to the Auditor of State, and the Treas- 
urer shall pay it. 
An appeal is allowed to 
the circuit court, or to toe newly organized 
court of common pleas of Tippecanoe Co. 


Stripped of all irravelant matter, the com- 
plaint in brief is, that the contractors found 
the State unable, in Qonsequenoe of her pros 
trate credit, to pay them for their work in par 
funds, as required by their CtWtraotwtbat in- 
stead of abandoning it, and giving tbe State 
an opportunity ot employing others, aa tbey 
might have done, tbey went on and finished it. 
received the State's promissory notes tor the 
amount, and passed t^em tway, while the 
State has siaee either taken them up at par, 
or has made ample pmiâsion for doing M. 


And now the question is, shall the State, be. 
aides redeeming her paper at ita iiiea, and ac-

ready remarked upon in another communica- 
tion. 
So many bills have already passed, or 
are yet before the Legislature, contemplating 
a heavy disbursement from the Treasury for 
individual claimants, that there is great dan- 
ger of its disabling the authorities of State, 
from meeting other indispensable engage- 
ments, and especially from paying theinterest 
on the State debt. Before these bills should 
be suflfered to pass, or before an expense of any 
kind of the same amount should be authorized, 
the taxes should be correspondingly increased. 
They must be increased hereafter, if these 
expenses are incurred, and bettor now if ever. 
This policy would answer the double purpose 
of preventing prodigality, and of preserving 
our public faith inviolate. 


But I am not advised that any such increase 
is contemplated, nor, indeed, that the State of- 
ficers are to be authorized to borrow any 
funds to supply such probable deficiency. 


In conclusion, I am cleariy of the opinion, 
independently of all that has been said, that 
(at least in relation to claims like the present) 
the State should never permit a suit to be 
brought against herself;—for such the proce- 
dure authorized by the jirosent bill virtually 
is. 
Such a permission, if not unworthy of a 
sovereign State, is almost certain to result in 
a loss to the public. 
In such controversies, in- 
dividual vigilance, and individual knowledge 
of men, stimulated by one ol the strongest 
passions of the human heart, the love of gain, 
is almost sure to triumph over justice. 


The State becomes the party assailed—but 
whether the assailed or the assailant, she is 
ever the weaker party. 
I will merely add 
that private claims and private interests are 
represented here at every session of the Leg- 
islature, ably, keenly, and untringly. 
The 
people of the State—that is, the great mass of 
the unsuspecting ana confiding people at a 
distance—have none to protect their rights tmt 
those who have been entrusted with the nec- 
essary power for that purpose. 
Every dollar 
votetl from the Treasury adds to their burdens. 
And it behooves us aft to scrutinize every 
measure that is so fatally calculated to in- 
crease our already heavy taxes.

G E N E R A L CASS—MR. W E B S T E R . 


W e notice in tbe Pittsbargh 
Commtraol 
Journal of Wednesday last, and in several 
whig papers of recent date,« quotation of that 
portion of Mr. Webster's late speech in the 
Senate, containing tbe conversation that pass- 
ed between himself and Genefal Cass.

one of the finest efforts of hi» Senatorial ca- 
reer. 
In this as in other speeches be bas 
made upon Mexican affairs, Mr. Webater 
takes strong ground against the war, against 
the administrations, and against "all acces- 
sions of territory to form new states^" 
H e 
hkewise endeavors, in the course of Us re- 
marks, to make it appear that General Cass 
is what is termed a "Mexican whig." 
The 
speech of Mr. Webster and the short address 
delivered by General Casa at a meeting lately 
held in Washington to express sympathy wkb 
republican France,seem to have brought down 
upon him a combined attack, not of the whig 
press only, but of presses that claim to belong 
to the democratic party. 
All this, we appre- 
hend, results simply from the prominence 
which that distinguished gentleman occupies 
as a candidate for the presidency. 


In the Albany AUas received yesterday 
General Cass is made the subject ot an elab- 
orate and very unfriendly notice, and we may 
forthwith expect to see such presses as take 
their cue from that sheet, re-echoing and add- 
ing to it. 
The country, however, will do him 
ample justice. 
Those who were democrats in 
the last war will not altogether forget his sol- 
dier-like conduct in that second struggle for 
American liberty, nor will they cease to re- 
member the unfaltering confidence placed in 
his patriotism and in his abilities by JeSerson 
and by Jackson, nor the honors bestowed up- 
on him by his own state, nor the extraordina- 
ry unanimity with which the democratic Leg- 
islature of Michigan has presented his name 
as a candidate for the presidency. 


As a member of General Jacksons cabinet, 
as Minister to France, as a Senator in Con- 
gress, and in the various responsible stations 
tilled by him previously, he has always been 
found on the side of his country, ready to vote 
the men and the money to carry on her wars, 
and prompt to join in every movement looking 
towards an extension of the area of freedom 
or the area of republicanism. 


For the satisfaction of those who esteem so 
highly Mr. Webster's patriotism, especially 
while the country is engaged in war, we pre- 
sent the following facts, exhibiting a few of 
his acts while we were involved in the last 
war with Great Britain. 
His speeches and 
his votes then, are of the same character as 
his speeches and votes now: 


On the 10th of July, 1813, Mr. Webster 
voted against a bill laying duties on carriages 
—a measure designed to raise money to carry 
on the war. 


On the 7th of January, 1814, one of the 
darkest periods of the war, and after our gal- 
lant little navy had covered itself with glory, 
he voted against an appropriation for defray- 
ing the expenses of the navy. 


On the 10th he voted against a proposition 
more effectually to detect and punish traitors 
and spies. 


On the 14th he voted against a bill making 
provision to fill the ranks of the army. 


On the 22d he voted, in a minority of sev- 
en, against a bill authorizing the enlistment 
of troops for five years or during the war. 


On the 8th of February, he voted againti a 
bill to raise five regiments of riflemen. 


On the 25th of March, he voted against the 
bill to call forth the militia, to execute the 
laws of the Union and repel invanon. 


On the Ist of December, only a few days 
before the sitting of the Hartford Convention, 
he voted against a bill to provide additional 
revenue for defraying the expenses of the gov- 
ernment and maintaining the public credit. _ 


On the lOth he voted to Mstpone,indefinite- 
ly, a bill authorizing the President of the U- 
nited States to call upon the several States 
for their respt*ctive quotas of militia to defend 
the frontiers against invasion. 


On the 13th he voted against the sanae bill, 
and also against a bill to provide additional 
revenue for the support of the government, 
and the maintenance of public credit, and al- 
so against an appropriation for rebuilding tho 
capilol and public offices, which had been de- 
stroyed by the enemy.
